DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
The Amendment, filed on 2/18/2005, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 3 and 4 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections ^ 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international appUcation filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5 are rejected xmder 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Keller et 
al. (US 2004/0012027 Al). 

Regarding claim 1, Keller discloses a white light emitting device including a blue LED, a 
yellow phosphor, and a red phosphor. (Page 3 Paragraphs 32, 33, and 34), The yellow phosphor 
is (Y, Lu)3Al50i2:Ce^'^ and emits Ught at between 520 and 580nm while the red phosphor is 
SrS:Eu^^. and emits light at between 580 and 640nm. (Pages 3 and 4 Paragraphs 38 and 58). 
Both phosphors are.excited by the blue LED. 

Regarding claim 2, Keller discloses the Blue LED being AlGaN which emits light 
between 450nm and 500nni (Page 3 Paragraph 28). 
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Regarding claim S, Keller discloses the use of the mixed phosphors in an encapsulating 
layer. (Page 3 Paragraph 34) (See figure 1). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
